“ E ast 
McKinney 
was

‘silk 
stocking’ row in tile 
early 
days 
of 
Denton,” said Dr.

Piner, 
"it 
was a popular street in those early 
days because of 
tin* 
clear 
running 
stream, Pecan, just hack of tile hous­ 
es. The women in those days used the 
stream for their washing. Water, then 
in Denton wasn’t so convenient as it 
is now and a stream near the homes 
was a great convenience. And Pecan 
(’reek, in those days wasn't the kind 
of stream it is now. Then it was a 
running creek tile year round and a f ­ 
forded excellent w ater for the towns­ 
people."—Denton Record-!

Hazards to health from careless use 
of natural gas and also fires and ac­ 
cidents can he avoided by observing 
a few simple precautions, according 
to gas coml ai ny officials. They explain 
that n atural gas, with till the safe­ 
guards the gas company have placed 
around it through modern service, is 
perfectly 
safe under any reasonable 
handling. 
Open flame heaters can give excel­ 
lent heating service when proiierly ad­ 
justed and protected but they can al­ 
so 
cause unhealthful 
conditions as 
well as accidents. Families who hud­ 
dle iii one overheated room lay them­ 
selves liable to colds and even more 
serious diseases. If the 
ojien 
flame 
heater is turned too high it will cause 
bad air iii the room. Such heaters also 
should lie protected with screen guards 
to prevent 
clothing 
from 
swinging 
into tin* flame 
and 
protect 
small 
children. 
Keep curtains, draperies, and simi­ 
lar infhunable m aterials away from 
heaters and do not dry clot bing near 
the heater. Wind may blow the mater­ 
ial into the flame, or it may become 
over heated and 
ignite. Do not use 
gasoline, nuptial or benzine for clean­ 


ing. Use some 
now obtainable 
during the day. 
Avoid leaks by careful check of all 
stoves and outlets, lf escaping gas is 
detected, close all gas 
valves 
and 
cocks, shut off gas meter, and open 
doors and windows. Notify the ga 
company or a licensed 
plumber at 
once and allow no flame of any kind 
to he brought near the leak until it 
has been repaired. 
All heating equipment should 
he 
inspected and adjusted 
by 
reliable 
firm s or 
individuals 
known 
to 
be 
qualified' experts. No one but licensed 
plumbers and gas experts should con­ 
nect gas appliances. 
(Jus heaters should he attached Y 
gas outlets with rigid meal pipe an!, 
screw connections. Boise 
gas 
cocks 
should la* made tight or replaced, lf 
flexible tubing is used, it Should he 
gas tight, as the dubber dries out and 
causes small cracks not discernable to 
the eye. Gas should alw ays be turned 
off at the wall tis well as at the ap­ 
pliance, If ii heater or range is mov­ 
ed from one room to another, alw ays 
make sure it is projterly connected in 
its new location and th at the old con­ 
nection is projierly (dosed or sealed.

A Discussion of So-Called Distemper 
Among 
Horses 
By Dr. IL E. Erisman, Veterinarian 
Strangles is an acute, 
contagious, 
and infectious disease of horses and 
mules which leads to catarrah of the 
upper air passages and abcess form a­ 
tions over the body. Most animals are 
affected in colthood, 
therefore, 
the 
disease is more prevalent in breeding 
districts. Adult or aged horses are 
rarely attacked. The disease is most 
common iii colts from six months to 
grown animals five years of age, al­ 
though oases iii 
animals under two 
months are not rare. Generally speak­ 
ing, strangles is 
not considered one 
of the dangerous diseases of horses, 
hut by cheeking the growth and often 
causing the death of colts, it has a t­ 
tained economic significance. Sonic out­ 
breaks lead either 
to 
considerable 
losses from death and permanent in­ 
ju ry such as roaring, or paralysis of 
the pharnyx. 
The infectious germ 
probably en­ 
ters the body of most anim als 
through 
membranes 
of the nasal 
passage 
though it is possible to enter through 
the intestines. Tile original introduc­ 
tion of the disease into a group of 
horses is usually by the purchase or 
introduction of a horse which has not 
fully recovered from the disease. 
Factors such as exposure, overwork, 
poor 
fold, 
and care, reduce 
the re­ 
sistance of the animal and predispos­ 
es it to the disease. 
One attack of strangles usually a f­ 
fords iife 
long im m unity; however, 
individual animals have suffered two 
or more attacks of the disease.
